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1. SUBJECT FIRST c ana to the attention of this Detachment when 
Mr Karl BOCTJ?, DEO, visited Hq to discuss a case of his then going in the 
WURZBtJRQ area. BOEHM revealed that; 


a. DEO had a source in the British Zone, one Alarlo 
operating In HAMBURG and other parts of the BZ . Said BROSS,

considered reliable, was a former Abwehr officer who had operated in 
FUtlAND during World War H. 

b. Daring the course of Investigation of another, eeenlngly 
unrelated case. In the WURZBURG area, B02HU had corns upon a supposed SFD 
ringleader who used the earns name and background. BOEHM had never had anj 
direct contact with the seaond BROSS, but had received numerous reports on his 
activities from a source In WURZBUK3, one Bane^CHOPF . 

c. Said SCHOPF had approached CIC WURZBURG with a proposal to 
sell inforantion on Kaspfgruppe TERSCH, CPE coorler activities, XPD finances, 
and positive information from the Sots one. SCHOFP's Information was proved 
false by Hq check, but It aroused Interest since It duplicated Information 
received fro® other sources in WURZBURG and AUGSBURG in 19it9, from RBOBSBURG 
in the su mm e r of this year, and recant information from STUTTGART, Coaperlson 
of reports received in varitms places by CIC and WO revealed that in some 
instances the reports were carbon copies. 

2. SCRJPF was subject to a polygraph test on this date, and the test 
indicated that he was lying on several points. He was arrested immediately 
after the teat and removed to ECIC for Interrogation. Do attempt was made 
during the test to develop the BROSS aggie of the case, but this will be done 
daring the course of the detailed interrogation at ECIC. 
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
